of all the sugar consumed in this 
country is exported. 
The import duties 


amount to some fifty-sight million dol- 
lars a year. It the administration wants 
to reduce the surplus and at tho eamo 
time do toe people a splendid service, 
why not give them free sugar? But that 
is not the kind of reform the democratic 
administration is seeking after, and so 
there will be no free sugar. 


It may as well be stated right here that 


tho Cleveland bill will not become o law.

Illinois comply with the law, the Wis- 
consin water companies should be ap- 
pealed to, that fishways be constructed 
in all dams. 
This it is claimed would 


immediately re-etocfe. Bock river with 
the best of food fish from tho great riv- 
ers. 


Concerning tbe building of fiahwayfl, a 


recant nnmbfr ot the Rockford Gazette 
says: "Some yenrs ago the general 
assembly passed tho fish bill, which waa 
amended in 1879, and has sinca then 
been affirmed in all respects as a good 
law by the suprerse court, so far BG it 
compels dam owners and proprietors to 
mako fibhwaye fnr tho free passage up 
ntid down of lish. 
There ere dares at 


Rooktord, Oregon, Sterling. Dixon and 
Rock Island, which are probably tbo 
only dam towns on the Rock bolow Ibis 
city, the flab supply would be found 
necessary for tbe Mississippi, and th're 
;s no reason why Rock river should not 
be so ttookcd with iiuh as to afford 
supply for food purposes, let alone tte 
sport of fishing, which nmny of our pieca 
tonal friends indulge in. The putting 
in of fishways is a matter of business and 
not one of sentiment.
